During  Stay  In  State 

Dr  William  Heard  Kilpatrick, 
renowned  Georgia  educator  -and 
author  of  several  books  on.  edu 
cation  and  philosophy,  will  ar 
rive  in  -MiUedgeville  M-onday 
February  7,  to  be  the  guest  of 
President  and  Mrs.  Guy  H.  Wells 
at  the  Mansion. 

Dr.  Kilpatrick,  a  native  of 
White  Plains,  was  formerly ‘pro 
fessor  of  education  at  Teachers 
College,  Columbia,  of  which  he 
is  now  professor  emeritus.  He 
was  at  one  time  acting  president 
of  Mercer  University,  and  has 
been  chairman  of  the  board  of 
trustees  of  Bennington  >  College, 
and  visiting  professor  at  North¬ 
western,  Stanford,  and  other  uni¬ 
versities, 

He  plans  to  spend  all  of  Feb¬ 
ruary  in  Georgia,  and  is  slated 
to  speak  to  and  confer  with  many 
educational  and  civic  groups 
throughout  the  state  during  his 
stay.
